English Astronomer Develops 
Remarkable Theory . Up- 
setting Long Standing 

 ‘Seientific Belief. 


MAN’SPLACE IN CREATION 


System of Worlds’ Planets and 
Sung Planned for Purpose 
of Developing 4 Liv- 
ing Soul.

LONDON, Feb, 28.—It is not too much to 
say that the attention of the whole thinking 
world will be attracted to a remarkable arti- 
cle in the March Fortnightly by Dr. Alfred 
Russell Wallace, entitled “Man’s Place in 
the Universe,” The eminent writer has as- 
sembled all the latest astronomical and other 
scientific discoveries and all knowledge bear- 
ing on the subject. He deduces therefrom 
the marvelous theory: 

First, that the earth or solar system is the 
physical center of the stellar universe. 

Second, that the supreme end and purpose 
| of this vast universe was the production and 
| development of a living soul in the perish- 
able body of man. 

It is impossible in a brief cable review to do 
more than to Indicate the chief features of 
Wallace’s great contribution to modern 
thought. He first reminds us that to the 
early astronomers the earth was the center 
of the visible universe, the sun, moon, planets, 
and stars all revolving around it in eccentric 
and complex orbits. Thereafter, as the prog- 
ress. of knowledge showed us the utter insig- 
-tiificancé even of our solar system, we seemed 

to have been driven to the other extreme. 


Tendency of Recent Research. 

The tendency of all recent astronomical re- 
search has been to give us wider views of the 
vastness, variety, and marvelous complexity 
of the stellar universe, and to proportionately 
‘reduce the importance of our little speck of 
earth to almost the vanishing point. 

, Modern skeptics, in light of this knowledge, 
point out the irrationality and absurdity of 
supposing that the Creator of all this unim- 
aginable vastness of sun and systems should 
have any special interest in so pitiful a 
creature as man, a degraded or imperfectly 
developed inhabitant of one of the smaller 
planets attached to « second or third rate 
sun, while the* he should have ted this 
little world for a scene so ‘trem us and 
so necessarily unique as to sacrifice his own 
sadn in order to save a portion of these miser- 
able sinners from the natural consequences 
| of sins, is in their view a crowning absurdity, 
‘too theredible to Be believed by 

being. 

Tt must be confessed that the theologians 
have had no adequate reply to this rude at- 
tack, while many of them have felt their posi- 
tion to be untenable, and have renounced the 


savior for the exclusive benefit of so minute 
and insignificant a speck in the universe. 


Sters Are Not Infinite. 


Mr. Wallace then adduces evidence from a 
great body of new facts and observations 
within the last quarter of a ceritury that the 
earth’s ‘position in the material universe is 
special and probably unique. . He first asks, 
Are the stars infinite in number? He points 
out that with every increase in the power of 
telescopes until recent years there has been 
a proportionate increase in the number of 
stars visible. There are about 200,000 stars 
between the first and ninth magnitude, the 
number at each lesser magnitude being about 

ree times that of the next higher. Now if 


seventeenth magnitude there would be about 
1,400 millions visible in the best of modern 
telescopes. 

Telescopic observation and photographic 
charts show nothing approaching this num- 
per. The latest estimate does not exceed a 
hundred million. As telescopic instruments 
reach further and further into space they find 
a continuous diminution in the number of 
stars, thus indicating an approach to the 
outer limits of the stellar universe, ; 


Mysteries in the Sky. 


This conclusion 1s further enforced by the 
fact that the numerous dark patches tn the 
heavens, where hardly any stars are visi- 
ble, and those seen are projected on an in- 
tensely dark background, continue to pre- 
sent the same features in telescopes of the | 
highest powers as they do in those of mod-+ 
erate size. Thig# could not possibly happen if 
the stars were infinite in number or even 
if they extended in similar profusion into 
spaces much greater than those which our 
telescopes can reach, because tn that case 
these dark backgrounds would be:ilkuminat- 
ed by the light of millions of stars so dis- 
tant as tobe separately invisible, as in case 
of the milky way. 

The only other explanation would be that 
the star systeth is penetrated tn several di- 
rections by perfectly straight tunnels of 
enormous length compared with their diam- 
eter in which no stars exist, and this is con- 
sidered to be so improbable as unworthy 
of consideration. 

Mr. Waltace next considers the most strik- 
ing proof of the limited extent of the steitar 
universe, which consists in an analysis of 
the laws of light He quotes Prof. New- 
comb and other physicists, who effirm that 
if the number of $tars is infinite their com- 
bined light would fully equal to the sun 
at midday, wh starlight is only one- 
fortieth of moo pt. This proof, which 
cannot be elaborated here, Mr. Wallace re- 
gards, when taken in\connection with tele- 
scopic research, is altogether conclusive of 
| the limited extent of the stellar universe. 


’ Position of the Universe. 

The writer then proceeds to discuss in elab- 
orate, fascinating, and easily intelligible de- 
tails the distribution of stars in space, the 
latest knowledge of their movements, and 
finally the position in the universe of the 
solar system. His conclusions are: 

“The results so far reached by astron- 
omers as a direct logical conclusion from the 
whole mass of facts accumulated by means 
of the powerful instruments of research 
which have given us the new astronomy, are 
that our sun is one of the central orbs of a 
globular star cluster, and that this star clus- 
neatly the central] position in 

iplané of the milky Way. But.

In the deficiency appropriation bill, reported 
to the senate today, there is a provision by 
means of which the president will be enabled 
to give Minister Bowen an extended leave 
of absence. This may become necessary 
either to permit him to appear before The 
Hague tribunal or merely to give him the 
vacation he has earned so richly. 

It now generally is recognized here that 
Minister Bowen acted throughout all the 
negotiations under the advice of the state 
department. He especially was intrusted 
with the duty of seeing that the negotiations 
with the allies were conducted in such a way 
as to preyent the European powers getting 
any foothold on the American continent. 

It lately has come to the attention of the 
state department that a literary bureau has 
been organized in the immediate vicinity of 
the German embassy at Washington, the’ 
object of which is to give out stories be- 
littling and assaulting Minister Bowen. 

The stories which have appeared in a few 
newspapers have been traced directly te the 
German embassy, although not, of course, to 
Minister Speck von Sternburg himself. 

The cause of this resentment against the 
American minister is said to arise from the 
fact that the German diplomats actually ex- 
pected to gain a footholdin Venezuela. They 
were thwarted in this by Mr. Bowen, and 
hence have determined to degrade him in the 
United States, if possible. For this purpose 
certain newspapers, friendly to the Germans 
‘or edited by persons of German antecedents, 
have printed several columns of attacks, both 
in the news and editorial departments, on the 
American minister to Venezuela. 

The entire campaign has been exposed to 
the state department, and Secretary Hay is 
fully aware of the source and animus of these 
athacks.

Carey, Walter L: Fisher, secretary of the 
Municipal Voters’ league, and William Kent, 


former president of the league, who recount-_ 


ed to the jury conversations with Mr. Gra- 
ham tn which he is alleged to have given in 
detail the attempt of Ald. Hart to get money 
from him. 


The statement alleged to have been made 


by Mr..Graham to Mr. Kent, and later re-' 
auced by the latter to writing, was made the 
basis of a bulletin from the leagueaccusing 
. the alderman of irregular conduct. The pub- 
lished bulletin came to the notice of mem- 
bers of the jury, and they determined to in- 
Vestigate. When summoned before them, 
Secretary Fisher produced the transcript of 
‘the alleged conversation between Mr. Gra- 
Mam and Mr. Kent, and later, when called, 
Mr. Kent verified the transcript. 

In this Graham charged that Ald. Hart 
visited him and said that he understood a 
Sum of money had been set aside to secure 
‘ the passage of the ordinance. Graham de- 

nied knowledge of this fund, and Hart is al- 
Jeged to have deciared that ne knew the 
fund was available, and that unless it was

This is accomplished by ‘ ragging,’’ that 
is to say, by the infliction of schoolboy jus- 
tice for the failure to comply with schoolboy 
ethics, by the floggings and birchings in- 
flicted by the masters, and by fagging. 
Every boy, no matter whether @ peer or @ 
commoner, has to fag for one of the older 
lads during the first year of his. school life. 
The duties of a fag are mapifold. When I 
was acting in that capacity I was obliged to 
get up half an hour before the first bell rang 
to heat my master’s shaving water over the 
gas jet, to fill his-bath, and to brush and lay 
out his clothes. During the course of the day 
I would be called upon to black his boots, to 
run errands for him, and to pnepare and 
serve his tea in his study. Any deficiency in 
my service, or refysal to comply with my 
master’s .orders, invoived, first of all, a 
thrashing from him, and then a birching from 
the head master. My spare hours between 
lessons and on half holidays weuld be de- 
voted to fielding for him at cricket. Of 
course he, being the master, kept the bat, 
the idea of allowing a fag any innings being 
regarded as preposterous. 1] 

Notwithstanding the disagreeable features 
of the menial service enacted from the fag, 
the system is excellent. It has a leveling 
tendency, which is the essence of republican- 
ism. For when one finds a duke acting as a4 
fag to a rich brewer's son, and a young 
marquis blacking the shoes of the offspring 
of a country parson, no one can complain that 
there is not equality among boys—at least 
among the boys of the classes. 1 


It is a matter of schoolboy honor to submi 
without complaint to the “ ragging,” th 
fagging, and the flogging. The boys, as a 
rule, know beforehand what is in store for 
them. So do their parents, and their fathers, 
at any rate, who have been through the 
same mill themselves, are not only willing 
but even desirous that their boys should en- 
joy the same advantages of training as them-

HESE principles, which pre- 
vail at school and also at 
the universities, are to be 
found in force in the regi- 
mental messrooms and in the 
gunrooms of men of war.

*‘ ragged ’’ for retaining certain mannerisms 


which, while acceptable at Winchester, are | & 


regarded as objectionable at Eton and Har- | 
row, 

It must thoroughly be understood that 
“ ragging ” in the army is not a matter of 
persecution,’ but of subaltern discipline. It 
is the means taken by young officers to en- 
force compliance with certain rules and regu- 
lations, designed by themselves for their 
common benefit, and the disregard of which 
is productive of unpleasantness for all. It 
is the method likewise adopted to induce an 
officer who has shown himself uncongenial, 
and whose presence is detrimental to the 
prestige and smartness of the regiment, to 
seek his transfer to some other corps. 

Every clubman knows how the presence 
of even one disagreeable and objectionable 
member is. enough to disturb the comfort 
and the temper of every one else belonging 
to the club. | 

In the case of regimental] life the conditions 
in this respect are infinitely worse. The 
community of the messroom is much more 
close, and necessarily more intimate than 
that of a. club. A comrade who does not | 
know how to render himself agreeable or to | 
show proper consideration for the prejudices, | 
the views, and the ethics of his fellow offi- | 
cers, is enough to sour the life of every other 
member of the mess, while the good name | 
andj the prestige of a regiment are far more | 
likely to be affected by the attitude of one | 
of its officers than that of a club by the 
behavior of any one of its members. “‘ 
ging,’’ in one word, is a necessity as long | 
as the system of regimental messes—of 
that system which unites the officers of a 
corps into one species of family, rather than 
club, intent on preservation of the family 
prestige, of the family traditions, and of the 
family honor—is maintained. |

Our satellite, the moon, also, which has 
been so closely studied and drawn from the time of the invention of the 
telescope, is now being magnificently portrayed on a large conte under 
every condition of illumination. 

Just as the camera replaces the eye at the end of a sebsneapil so can 
it be employed at the eye end of a spectroscope, whether this instrument 
be used in the laboratory for examining the light sources of substances 
we know something about or in conjunction with a telescope for analyzing 
the bodies. 

‘The spectroscope can tell us the kind of substances that the heavenly 
bodies are composed of, provided they are sufficiently hot to shine by their 
own light.: This instrument has, however, another far reaching capacity, 
which also cannot be credited to’even the largest telescdpe in existence. 
With the latter instrument we can study the motions of any body, so long 
as the object is moving in a direction across the line of sight, that is, at 
right angles to the direction in which the telescope is pointing or the ob- 
server is looking; any motion towards or away from the observer cannot 
be detected at all. The reverse is, however, the case with the spectroscope — 
—motions either towards or away from the observer being the only ones 
that can be observed; in fact, as regards the detection of motion, those two

Alaskan Treaty Satisfactory, 
Except Because of the 
Judges Named. 


TWO ARE HELD BIASED. 


‘Attention of British Government 
Called to Selections so Both 
Sides Get Fair Play. 


Ottawa, Canada, Feb. 26. —[ Special 
communications thdt 
have been passing between the Canadianand 
imperial governments on the American ap- 
pointment to the Alaskan boundary commis- 
sion will not see the light until after parlla- 
ment meets. It will then be found that Cana- 
da, contrary to what seems the general im- 
pression, took no steps of any kind against 
the treaty. 

_- The government having called the attention 
of Downing street to the public utterances 
of Senators Lodge and Turner, which in its 
opinion rendered-these men ineligible as com- 
missioners,leftthe affair where it was. It was 
open*to either of the senators, or both, to re- 
sign the appoiftment,if they or either of them 
should: thihk: proper to do so, but assuredly 
the govermnient of Sir Wilfrid Laurier could 
not so far forget itself as to offer the slightest 
hint of the kind. 


“Judges Expected on Board. 

Canada's representations to the imperial 
gevermment were, of. course, precautionary. 
They would serve to pave the way later to 
the appointment, if considered desirable, of 
Canadian commissioners, against whom the 
Same objections might have prevailed as 
those urged by Canada against the.Wash- 
ington appointees had the latter appoint- 
ments tot been made. The dominion gov- 
ernment had been under the impression the 


nominees on both sides were to be “‘ impar- | 


Wal jurists of, repute,” men whose minds 
Were open to argument, and that the Ameri- 
can commissioners would be United States 
Supreme court judges. 

Senators Lodge and Turner having ex-_ 
Pressed opinions in public in effect that under 
no circumstances could Canada's contentions 
be admitted, were evidently inadmissible if 
the Ottawa view of the intentions of the 
framers of the treaty was correct, and the 
Gominion authorities were prepared on their 
Own part to nominate _ impartial jurists of 
repute.’ 

Two Canadian judges and one British 
judge were to be selected, men who had not 
publicly committed themselves against the 
American contentions and were perfectly 
frée to deliver judgment in favor of those 
contentions ghould the evidence submitted 
watisfy them of the justice of such a course. 


Want Two Experts Named. 

When it became known the principle of se- 
Section referred to was not to be followed 
Strong pressure was brought to bear on the 
government to recommend as commissioners 
$Wwo Canadians who had made the Alaskan 
question a study, irrespective of the question 
whether they had expressed an opinion ad- 
verse to the American claims or not. 

Davié Mills, one of the judges of the Su- 
preme court of Canada, previously minister 
of justice of the dominion, was urged as one. 
Sir Henry Strong, formerly chief: justice of 
the Canadian Supreme court, was named in 
other quarters as a commissioner. Charles 
Fitwepatrick, the present minister of justice, 
SO was mentioned, but his seat in the 
cabinet was held to bea bar to his nomina- 
tion, and he was not likely to throw up his 
portfelio to become a commissioner. 

As an illustration of the temper in which 
the question of the American appointments 
| Was criticised when the attitude of the gov- 

_@frnment became thoroughly understood in 
Canada, it may be interesting to cite the 
Organ of the conservative party of the capi- 
tal. The United States, it declared, had only 
consented to even a colorless commission on 
the understanding that “ three political bul- 
lies" were to be appointed who “ would do 
their best to bulldoze the British and Cana- 
@ian representatives,’’ and, failing that, 
would break up the commission if necessary. 


Sees Danger. to Dominion. 


~ In the face of this, the paper said. the |* 


Ganger that the imperial government might 
“appoint a pink tea diplomatist who would 
allow himself to be bulldozed became real. 
“The slim Boer with his whining rapacity 
_ would not be in it with a a trio of blustering 
bellicose Americans for making rings around 
the average gentleman who qualifies as an 
‘impartial jurjst ’ in the me of British 
diplomacy.”’ 

In three sessions, the paper said, the “ tail 
twisting Turner and the ijlogical Lodge” 
would make such a man think it was his 
bounden duty to sacrifice his impartial jurism 
to prevent the two great branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race getting mixed up “ina 
war so bloody that it would make Armaged- 
Gon look like a three round ppatent with 
four outice gloves.’’ 

Another comment, turning on the point 
that the treaty called for the appointment 
of “impartial jurists,"”" and showing that 
Lodge and Turner did not fill the bill, wound 
up in these word:

This is 
a case of argument with fo umpire, and itis 
as well to note the other low’s style as he 
ades in. One thing to be grateful for is 
esident Roosevelt appointed his men 
promptly.

The question whether such an idea is prac- 
tical is of as much importance as the subject 

tself. 

“He understands talking about the art 
business much better than he does the.busi- 
pess itself,’ said Mr. O’Brien, the Chicago 
art dealer. “‘ It is impracticable, for one 
thing, because for some reason the ‘ artistic 
temperament’ is as a rule unbusinesslike. 
Personally, the artist is a good fellow, but 
ig like the ‘ good fellow’ that is no good in 

business. You can be on the best of terms 
with him, joke with him, dine with him, have 
'@ good time with him, but when it comes to 
doing business with him, excuse me!—the 
kind that I mean. He thinks he has a mis- 
sion to improve the world and thet the world 
owes him a living while he ts doing it. 
. “For instance, one of them came to me 
one day andsaid: ‘ I've some pictures to sell 
and I want more orders. I can't sell them 
' myself. I'd like to have you take them and 
@o your best with them. pay you an 
extra commission. I’ll pay you 30 per cent,’ 
q@ agreed, made a display of his work, and 
talked him up.

Fleeing from the Curse. 


.My youngest boy and, if anything, my pet, 
cut his hand, trivially as we thought.

HE greatest lawsuit that ever occupied the at- 
tention of the highest tribunals in Mexico has 
recently been decided in favor of a young 
woman who was born and raised in Illinois. 
The extraordinary litigant conducted her own 
* case in the foreign courts. 

The lawsuit was bequeathed to her by her 
. father, who had little else to give her. She had 
faith in the justice of her claim from the beginning, and she 
made it the study of her life, neglecting nothing as she grew 
to womanhood that might probably prove advantageous to her 
in the prosecution of the one great design that absorbed her 
reflections day and night. 

Mona Clair Erskane, whose name has been upon every- 
body’s lips in Chihuahua for the last few weeks, is the daugh- 
ter of Blanton C. Erskane, a civil engineer who spent many 
years of his life in Mexico. He was well known in mining cir- 
cles, an@ at one period of his career he was regarded as a 
millionaire. He died about six years ago in Illinois, leaving 
‘his’only daughter Mona money enough to complete her educa- 
tion and the papers concerning a matter in litigation in Mex- 
ico, which he confidently believed would some day be decided 
in his favor. On his deathbed he advised his daughter to 
study law and master the Spanish language. Previous to his 
last sickness he had gone over the papers with his daughter 
and pointed out to her the grounds upon which he maintained 
his claims, and he had aroused her interest to such an extent 
that after his death she needed no encouragement to stimulate 
her in the great undertaking to which she had devoted her life. 


Spent Her Life Studying Law. 


It has not been all smooth sailing. She spent three years 


, : in sthodl in her native state, and when she set out to renew her | 
' father’s battle in the courts of Mexico she carried with her a 
_ diploma showing that she was competent to practice law be- 


fore the tribunals of the state of Illinois. In order to fortify 
her strength for the struggle which she realized to be inevi- 
table, she passed another year in a law office in the city of 
Chihuahua. Here she added a great dea! to her knowledge of 
the Spanish language and familiarized herself with the stat- 
utes’and the decisions of the courts of the country. Through 
the courtesy of a member of the firm that she had already 
employed to assist her she gained admission to the great law 
school of Chihuahua, where she was permitted to listen to thé 
lectures.

STOVEPIPE BEAUTIFUL. 


Miss Patience Tinker—Dear Ed- 
itor: I have so much .wanted to 


| write and tell you how interested I 


am in your House Ornamental sug- 
gestions and ideas. It must be nice, 
O, so nice, to be so talented and 
clever as you are. How I do ad- 
mire your rare ability for combining 
esthetic beauty, practical utility, real 
economy, and striking originality in 
one happy, harmonious ensemble. 
Agreeable to your latest inspira- 
tion, I have just had finished a mail 
and paper receptacle designed for ex- 
terior use, made from two Iengths of 
five inch Russia iron stovepipe, con- 
nected at one end by circular elbows, 
the completed piece resembling the 
letter “U” in shape. Primarily, 
the object of the elbow is to bestow 
the grace of curved outline, and sec- 
ondarily to give stability to the 
whole, 
gether, but only on that side which 
does not show when the receptacle 
is in place for use, There are two 
depositories, one for letters, the other 
for papers and small parcels, and 
they are lettered accordingly, Each 
has a circular peep opening just 
above the elbow. It is not designed 
that anything should enter the el- 


The pieces are riveted to- ’ 


bow. On the contrary, each - pipe 


has a stopper at the point of connec- 


tion with the elbow. A bronze band 
or collar encircles the two sections 
of the elbow at the point of contact, 
and two bronze braces add to the 
stabilitv. At the top a bronze collar 
encircles each section and runs from 
section to section at the back as a 
strap for a projecting lip having a 
circular opening for hanging from 
an ornamental hook inserted in the 
woodwork surrounding the door; or 
it can be inserted in brick if neces- 
sary. | 

The two covers for the neatly 
rimmed tops are bronze and hinged 
at the back. All of the bronze is of 
the rough sort, and all riveting is in- 
visible. To remove contents the re- 
ceptacle (its. weight is insignificant) 
is taken off the hook and turned 
bottom up. So simple, isn’t it? 
Why, it’s just perfectly lovely. I 
think it’s fun. It has a distinct, im- 
pressive individuality and must be 
attractive, as it attracts the attention 
of every passerby. Our mail car- 
rier says he has never seen anyt 
like it. |
